[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

LINCOLN (Neb.,) Sept. 28.—Dele- 
gates to the National Irrigation Con- 
gress, which began its sixth. annual 
session tcday, made a record for indus- 
try in d.-posing of work on hand and 
setting a pace for more elaborate prog- 
ress to follow. 

The in ‘ial session was marked by an 
overfiow of enthusiasm from all the 
participants and visitors. Addresses by 
such men as Judge Em of Kansas, 
E. R. Moses of the same State and As- 
sistant Land Commissioner Best of 
Washington, D. C., did not fail to 
awaken interest in the movements they 
championed, and the sentiments they 
expressed were applauded and reéchoed 
by local speakers, whose interest in 
irrigation projects is reaching the point 
entertained by districts where the en- 
terprise is no longer in ite infancy. 

Thus far there has been little said 
concerning new officers of the congress. 
Secretary Heintz is understood to be a 
candidate for re@lection, and has strong 
supporters. Two aspirants for the next 
place of meeting have appeared in the 
cities of Atlanta, Ga., and Guthrie, 
Okla. Atlanta appears to be generally 
favored. 

On behalf of the congress, Judge Em- 
ery of Lawrence, Kan., with an inter- 
national reputation as an authority on 
‘irrigation subjects, responded to the 
address of welcome by the Governor 
and the Chancellor. His epeech was a 
happy mixture of humor with an expo- 
sition of the question which called the 
congress together. So deep and abiding 
was hie faith in irrigation for soil eul- 
ture, said Judge @imery, that he, with

LAYS DOWN THE LAW. 

E. R. Moses, chairman of the Na- 
toinal Executive Committeé, said in 
part: 

“The people of the United States 
must know of their country in order 
to judge intelligently of the wants and 
needs of any part of it, and then they 
must have that love of country 60 
strong in their hearts that they forget 
self, section, birthplace and State in 
their desire to build up America as 
‘the land of the free and the home of 
the brave.’ When this is done, there 
will be no longer a flaunting of the 
bloody shirt at every hustings, or in 
every spread-eagle speech, the constant 
repetition of ‘a solid South.’ a ‘grasp- 
ing Bast,’ a ‘frigid North,’ and a, ‘wild 
and woolly West.’ The time hase come 
when this nation, like the other nations 
of the earth, must ever be alert in 
making due and ample preparation for 
comfort happiness of her peo- 
ple. 

“This government. founded as it was 
upon that grand and paternal prope- 
sition, ‘to secure the blessings of lib- 
erty and happiness to ourselves and 
posterity,’ can no longer forget her 
posterity than a father can his chil- 
dren, Forget them, I say, by with- 
holding from them for settlement the 
many thousands of homes that lie in 
this western country—homes that are 
their birthright, as much so as the 
homesteads that are now the castles 
of so many true, brave and noble 
American citizens.

WHO CAUGHT GRAHAM? 


TWO NARRATIVES THAT DO 
\ «QUITE AGREE. 


Sherif and Detective Dercribe an 
Exciting Encounter — vonstable. 
Says There Was no Fight and 
the Sherif! Wasn’t There. 


NOT 


Sheriff Charlebois of Ventura and 
Detective John Brighton of Los Ange- 
les came into the Times office on the 


very interesting tale of their tremen- 
dous and hair-raising adventure with a 
horse thief near Calabasas. They told 
how the desperado took to the brush 
at sight of them; how they fired at 
him and chased him until he turned 
upon the Sheriff, drew his enickersnee 
and was about to slaughter the in- 
trepid Sheriff; how the brave Brighton 
coolly shot an ear off the thief and 
knocked him down; how the Sheriff 
kicked the knife out of the desperado’s 
hand, hurled himself upon the fellow 
and handcuffed him, and much more 
that was equally lurid. Brighton told 
most of the blood-curdling details, and 
he begged as a special favor that it be 
stated that he, John Brighton, said 
Sheriff Charlebpis was the bravest and 
coolest man that ever assisted him in 
the capture of a dangerous criminal. 

All of which is interesting and may 
be true, but there is a Constable in 
Simi who tells another tale. A, J. 
Draper, Justice of the Peace in Simi, 
writes that Constable Stones requests 
him to give the correct account of the 
capture. This is the account given in 
writing by Justice Draper: 

“Mr. Stones was notified over the 
‘phone by Under-Sheriff Snodgrass of 
this county, in the forenoon, and imme- 
diately started after his man. Graham 
appears to have stopped at some house 
between Simi and Calabasas, as Mr. 
Stones got ahead of him. Two resi- 
dents of that section, Crain and Grant, 
were assisting Stones in the hunt, and, 
seeing a man who answered the de- 
scription, called on him to halt, but he 
left the road and drove to a barranca 
on the edge of which he left the buggy 
and . pted to escape on foot.

METHODISTS MEET, 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE AT SIMPSON 
TABERNACLE. 


Reminiscences of War Times—Ad- 
dress of Welcome — Difficulties 
and Hardships of the Methodist 
Ministry—Address to G.AuR. Vete- 
rans, 


The opening of the Southern Califor- 
nia Annual Methodist Conference at 
Simpeon Tabernacle last evening was 
attended by an audience that com- 
fortably filled the body of the audi- 
torium. The services were especially 
for the G.A.R. veterans, and the ad- 
dresses of the speakers were largely 
made up of reminiscences of the civil 
war,. Which were listened to with the 
closest attention and interrupted with 
frequent applause. The meeting was 
presided over by the Rev. J. B. Hollo- 
way. 

The programme was opened with the 
singing of “America” by the audience, 
a prayer by the Rev. C. W. Tarr, and 
another song. Rev. J. H. H. Wilson 
then gave a short address, in which he 
outlined some of the causes that led to 
the war of the rebellion, from’ the 
stantpoint of a West Virginian. Rev. 

Morrison, a native of Obto, fol- 
lowed with a sketch of some of his war 
experiences. 

Rev. A. M. Hough delivered a 
lengthy address of welcome, in which 
he declared the present conference to 
be a model of its kind. One hundred 
and fifty men, cultured, some young 
and some old, but all capable of filling 
almost any position in society or in the 
world, with wives and children of equal 
culture, had come up to the conference. 
And there were one hundred and fifty 
appointments, varying all the way from 
first-class places to those in little, ob- 
scure country villages, lacking a 
church, a parsonage, a membership, 
and everything else. These men knew, 
the speaker said, that some must go to 
fill the poor appointments, yet there 
they stood like soldiers, armed and 
panoplied, to face their duty. 

The difficulties and hardships of the 
Methodist ministry, the self-sacrifice 
and submission required of its meni- 
bers, was dwelt upon at some length, 
and the belief stated that the Metho- 
dist minister never selected the minis- 
try as his profession, but was called 
to it by a message from the Lord in 
heaven. It was not a question of taste 


to preach the gospel. 

Bishop John P. Newman, D.D., LL.D., 
was given a warm welcome as he 
rose to respond to his introduction, He 
prefaced his remarks with the fol- 
lowing statement: “Methodists are re- 
markable for their comprehensiveness 
and they comprehend much here to- 
night. The Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic is here and the Grand Army of the 
Lord is here.” Continuing, the speaker 
deslared that all the prosperity of the 
land, in its various forms, was due to 
the grand soldiers who saved the re- 
public. That he himself felt a personal 
indebtedness to those noble men who 
had the courage to do and dare. The 
delights of << fires and reunions of 
old veterans, where many an unpub- 
lished story was told, were dwelt upon. 
Loyal tributes, couched in glowing lan- 
guage, were pald to the noble leaders 
in the war, Sheridan, with whom the 
speaker ha@ been associated, being 
referred to as “an army of one: a Na- 
poleon in brain and courage, but more 
than that, a Napoleon in purity.” Te- 
cumseh Sherman's brave deeds were 
eulogizged, and considerable time was 
devoted to memoirs of Ulysses &. 
Grant, his bravery and nobility as a 
man and a soldier and his ideal rela- 
tions with his fdmily. A touching 
sketch of Gen. Grant's last fliness was 
given; his desire for baptiem at the 
hands of the speaker, a prayer 
as his death drew near. 

Entertaining anecdotes from his own 
experiences were related - the bishop, 
who went on to say that there was one 
power at which he stood aghast, “that 
awful power of assigning men to their 
appointmenta.” That he believed that 
the ministers’ desires should be con- 
sulted as far as possible. and that a 
presiding elder who would not consult 
with the preachers about the latter's 
appointments was not fit to be a pre- 
siding elder. That he wanted the 
brethren to feel free to come to him 
and coneult him in their affaires. and

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BROOKLYN’S SHORTAGE. 


Nearly Two Million Dollars of Une 
paid Taxes Accumulated, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, Sent. 28.—The Herald 
says the examination of the financtal 
departments of the various municipal< 
ities which will be consolidated int@ 
the Greater New York has revealed @ 
shortage of from $1,600,000 to ‘$2,000,000 
in Brooklyn. Unless special legislation 
is obtained at Albany to prevent it, 
this shortage will be saddled upon the 
taxpayers of the greater city. 

Under a clause of the charter creat. 
ing the Greater New York, the Comp- 
troller of the present city of New York 
was required to examine and pass upon 
the accounts of the financial officers of 
the cities and towns that are included 
in the different boroughs. Two months 
ago Comptroller Fitch appointed & 
number of expert accountants to do 
this work. The accountants selected 
to go through the books of Brooklyn 
found matters in bad shape. 

One of the first things encountered 
was a discrepancy of $1,500,000 between 
the books of the Comptroller and those 
of the Registrar of Taxes. This Was 
found to represent the unpaid taxes of 
Brooklyn, which had been allowed to 
accumulate year after year, until the 
amount due the city is estimated at 
from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000.

[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The spe- 
cial board appointed by the Navy Dee 
partment to consider the needs of the 
navy in the matter of new docks, sube 
mitted a report today to Acting Becre- 
tary Roosevelt. 

It finds that fiVe new docks aré 
necessary, at a cost of $5,775,000, In ads 
dition, the board recommends a dock 
at San Pedro of concrete, and 600 feet 
long, to cost $1,500,000, 

Among other things, some of the im-~- 
provements recommended are contin« 
gent upon compliance with certain con- 
ditions. For instance, at San Fran- 
cisco, upon the survey of Yerba Buena 
Island; at Mare Island, upon the chan- 
nel improvements, and at San Pedro, 
upon harbor improvements. 

Respecting the recommendations of 
the board as to another dock at Mare 
Island, it is known to be the intention 
of the department to reject the sugget- 
tion, unless it can be assured that more 
battleships will be built on the Pactfie 
Coast. At present there is only one 
such vessel, the Oregon, in the 
Ocean, and while the department feels 
keenly the need for more ships of 
formidable style, it is not d 
policy to bulld another dock in addition 
to that at Puget Sound for one ship, 
The report abounds with careful rear 
soning in support of all ite recommen 
dations and advantages, and the drawe 
backs are set out in detail.

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POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

A dispatch from Wasehin@ton an- 
nounces that Postmaster-General Gary, 
in his forthcoming report, will pay par- 
tieular attention to the Canadian sye- 
tem of postal savings banks, which 
seems to be better adapted to the needs 
of the Western Hemisphere than the 
systems in vogue in the Old World. It 
is further stated that the Canadian 
postal savings banks had deposits on 
hand at the time of the last official re- 
port amounting to about #£29,000,000, 
representing the savings of 154,000 de- 
positors. The population of Canada 4s, 
approximately, 5.000.000. It is esti- 
mated that, if postal savings banks be 
established in the United States, the 
proportion of depositors and of per 
capita savings deposited will be larger 
"than in Canada, for a variety of rea- 
sons Which need not here be discussed. 
But, even allowing that the proportion 
would be the same, the number of per- 
sons who would take advantage of 
the facilities afforded by the govern- 
ment for the deposit of savings would 
he about 2,620,000; and the amount of 
money on deposit would average about 

This vast sum would constitute an 
available asset, which would fortify the 
government against the necessity of 
borrowing money from foreien seyndi- 
cates, or from Wall street, in times of 
financial stress. In case of war—whict 
is alWaye a possibility—it would furnieh 
reser¥e fund which would far to- 
ward meeting possible contingenctes.

Associations Futile.

‘ Raisin ‘Harvest Under Way — Best 


Prices in Years—Fair Crop. 


CUCAMONGA, Sept. 28.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The manufacture™ of raisins is 
uuder way in all the vineyards in this sec- 
tion. where they are to be made this year, 
and the prices quoted are the best for six 
years. Sales have already been made at 5 
cents per pound, a figure not touched since 
1891; and which is. within one cent of the 
high price which prevailed séveral years since 
whem the raisin was considered the greatest 
fruit interest of this ite It is estimated 
that. it es three cents per pound to cove 
of making raisins, and each | 
above that figure represents $10 per ton 
profit. to the grecyre of rhe grapes. As a 
consequence of \he prevailing price, there- 
fore, the growers are receiving in the reigh- 
borhood of $70 } ton for their green grares, 
This is to bring Cucamonga from $15, - 

to $20,000 this year. In addition to the 
goed fixures being offered for raisins, better 
prices are being obtained for wine grapes 
thaa have been known for ” long time. The

to $12 per ton. -These contracts were made 
before the market price of raisins was estav- 
lished, and as a consequence a considerable 
quantity of raisin gr were sold for wine 
making. The output of raisins will, however, 
he ‘about the same as last year, as the im- 
provement in the crop over that of last year 
ts expected to makn up the loss through 
Sales for wine and’ through the tearing up 
of the vines to plant other crops. 

In view of the restoration of profit in the 
raisin industry, {t is interesting to note the 


Southern California. There was a time when 
Riverside, Redlands and a: number of other 
localities were heavy producers of raisins, 
but the vines were almost entirely destroyed 
to make way for oranges and other fruits 
when the bottom dropped out of the industry. 

Cucamonga almost alone in Southern Cali- 
fornia, held on to the :aisins year after year, 
despite the lack of profit in their production, 
but during the past two years there has n 
quite a movement hére to-plant, the vineyards 
to citrus fruits, and white some of the vines 
have already becn removed, there are a num- 
ber of vineyards in which the trees are grow- 
ing, and it has been ihe. tntention of the 
£rowers to remove: tieir és this fall. The 
Times forrespondent intérviewed some of 
them todey in regard to. their present inten- 
tion, and found no disposition to save the 
‘vines, notwithstanding the improved out- 
look. The growers regretted, however, that 
the improvement had not come before they 
had planted thn trees, as they believe that 
there is a good prospect of profit in raisins 
from this time on. : 

There is itn this section of the country 
a large amount of land lying idle which is 
well adapted to the grape, and as it brings 
rettitns earlier than most fruits, it seems 
problematical whether there will not arise 
anew movement in favor of the raisin which 
will lead to a repetition of the first.

‘OFFICIAL RIAD INTO THE DESERT 
AND ITS RESULTS. 


Cutting Affray at Barstow not Very 
Serious—B. A. Pierson Arrested 
for Killing Louis Bellman at 
Homer — Semi-annual Shoot of 
Co. K.

SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 28.—[Regular 
Correspondence] Dist.-Atty. Daley, Sheriff 
Holcomb, Coroner Keating and Stenographer 
Rich returned this morning from a profes- 
sional trip to the desert. They were accom- 
panied by RB. A. Pierson, who is held with- 
out bail to answer to the charge of murder 
in the first degree for the killing of Louis 
Bellman at Jiomer;.and Henry Ralphs, who 
will spend ninety days in the County Jail 
for assaulting James Henry at Barstow. 

It was the Barstow cutting affray that 
‘called the officials to the desert. The Dis- 
trict Attorney and the stenographer left Fri- 
day. Later in the d news of the killing 
at Homer reached here, and that night the 
Coroner and the Sheriff left in the wake of 
the other officers. 

The Barstow affair happened this way: 
Two tramps, James Henry and Henry Ralphs, 
sot into an altercation. Ralphs took the ini- 
tiative and for a time amused himself by 
chasing Henry up and down the station plat- 
form, armed the while with an ‘iron rod 
nnd asservating at frequent intervals his in- 
tention to drive Henry out of town. The 
litter finally made a stand, and when Ralphs 
came up to him, he jabbed the latter on 
the ribs with a penknife, inflicting nothing 
more serious than a flesh wound. Ralphs 
svore out a warrant against Henry, charg- 
ing him with assault with a deadly wepon, 
but Dist.-Atty. Daley sized the matter up 
in another light. He asked that the case 
against Henry be dismissed, which was done. 
Ralphs was then arrested, charged with as- 
saulting Henry; was adjudged guilty by Jus- 
tice Gooding and sentenced to ninety days 
im the County Jail. | 
murder at Homer,’ a little’ station on 
the Santa Fé road about twenty miles west 
of The Needles, was the outcome of a slight- 
ing remark made by one man about another 
‘men’s wife. 

Two section gangs. make their headquar- 
ters at Homer. A man named Gouget, with 
his family, lives at this point, and most of 
the workmen board at his place. A former 
employé of Gouget told Mrs. Gouget that 
Louis Bellman had made a slighting remark 
coneerning her. Mrs. Gouget told her hus- 
band, and last Friday evening he called at 
Bellman’s cabin and demanded an explana- 
tion. Beilman replied by calling Gouget a 


Bellman down. A free fight ensued, and 
during the melee, Mrs. Gouget called upon 
the bystanders to put an end to the fight. 
Pierson was among those who responded. 
He grabbed Bellman, and, after the fight 
was over, he was left alone in the cabin with 
its rightful occupant. Warm words ensued, 
and Bellman, it is claimed, picked up a 
coupling pin and threatened to kill Pierson 
if he ever entered his (Bellman’h) cabin 
again. Pierson then went over to his cabin, 
placed a cartridge in his Winchester and re- 
turned to Bellman’s cabin. When within a 
few paces of the door, he fired point blank 
at Bellman, and the latter fell dead, shot 
through ihe heart. Pierson returned to his 
cabin, and soon after went back to that of 
Bellman, where the body of the dead man 
was being laid out by his fellow-workmen. 
A few minutes later, Otto Miller, foreman 
of one of the section #angn, appeared, and. 
upon being apprised of the fatality, stated 
his intention of conveying the body of the 
murdered man to The Needles on a hand- 
car. Pierson’s wrath was again aroused and 
he pitched upon Miller and beat him un- 
mercifully before he could be pulled off. 
At the coroner’s inquest, hell at The 
Needles, the jury rendered a verdict of mur- 
der, and at the subsequent examination, 
conducted by Dist.-Atty. Daley, the prisoner 
was bound over for trial for murder ia the 


first degree.

A GOOD SHOW. 


WALTER L. MAIN’S CIRCUS WORTH 
GOING TO SEE. 


Excellent Troupes of Trained Ani- 
mais—Wild Beasts Performing in 
a Barred Inclosure—The Far- 
famed Bovalapus of the Upper 
Nile. 


Judging by the crowds that swarmed 
Washington Gardens yesterday, the 
perennial charm of the sawdust ring 
has not waned. A large percentage of 
Los Angeles had evidently laid to 
heart the exhortations of the tlaming 
posters to see the “greatest show on 
earth,”’ for it obediently showed up and 
took the children or its best girl, as the 
case might be. Myriads of small boys 
took themselves, and those who lacked 
the necessary two bits, either obtained 
entrance by the time-honored device of 
carrying water for the elephant, or 
perched on various coigns of vantage 
outside the canvas and listened hun- 
grily to.the entrancing sounds that is- 
sued from the unseen wonderland 
within. 

Although not quite the “greatest 
show on earth,” this particular circus 
contains many good features. Anticipa- 
tion is distinctly better than realiza- 
tion as far as the sideshows and men- 
agerie are concerned, but there are 
some excellent acts in the circus itself. 
The trump card of the menagerie is, of 
course, the bovalapus. He is tied in a 
large inclosure, evidently more for his 
own safety than that of the crowd, 4s 
his man-eating propensities have 
calmed down since he emigrated from 
the Upper Nile. This particular relic 
of a nearly extinct species is a corpu- 
lent yellow animal with irregular fea- 
tures and a mild, cud-chewing expres- 
sion. After the towering expectations 
raised by the posters, which depict a 
ravening momster with mouth like the 


. Mammoth Cave, into which a shrieking 


‘and succulent ‘‘nigger” has already half 


disappeared, it is discouraging to note 
that the faded yellow reality could 
hardly swallow a kitten at a gulp. His 
mouth is small to insipidity, and opens 
only: when he requires his tongue fo 
a handkerchief. 

The $20,000 troupe of wild animals 
really goes through its performance in 
“perfect harmony,” of which the key- 
note is the whistle and thud of the 
loaded blacksnake in the _ trainer’s 
hand. The elephant makes himself 
useful all around, for he not only 
serves as a platform and step-ladder, 
but prefaces his performance by can- 
nily pushing into the tent the great 
wagon which contains the other actors, 
rolling it along with his head as easily 
as if it were a baby carriage. The in- 
closure in which the beasts are turned 
loose is iron-barred and twelve feet 
high, but it is open at the top and 
suggests the highly exciting possibili- 
ties in the event of a lithe leopard or 
jaguar taking a little higher spring 
than usual and landing outside. The 
riding lion, clinging with all his toe- 
nails to the padded back of a reluctant 
and unhappy horse, has too much ac- 
tive business on hand to fool with any 
dreams of freedom, but the panther 
and leopard look enterprising enough 
to make things hum if they should take 
it into their heads to leap over the 
bars. 

The other trained animals are very 
good, and do some clever tricks. The 
two performing elephants are as pon- 
derously funny as only elephants can 
be, and the donkeys rival the clowns 
in low comedy. Horses there are in 
Swarms,:. several smart trick horses 
among them. Ponies also play an ac- 
tive part in the programme, especially 
a troupe of six black Shetlands, not 
much bigger than respectable mice, but 


‘with their little skins stuffed full of 


mischief enough to disgrace an ele- 
phant. 

The actors are almost uniformly good 
and the usual programme of riding, 
balancing, walking on the tight wire, 
trapeze performances, contortion and 
acrobatic acts, and aerial feats of all 
descriptions, is carried out in excellent 
style. The hippodrome races at the 
close have all the dash and go of real 
races, and rouse the usual wild en- 
thusiasm in the breast of the small 
boy. The small boy himself had a 
chance to win distinction in bulk, for 
it was anounced that all who would 
race around the ring might stay to the 
concert without money and without 
price. That’ was enough. A swarm of 


. boyS showered down from the benches 


into the ring, and there was not the 
slightest question as to the reality and 
“go” of that race. It was won by a 
diminutive darky whose legs flew like 
an electric fan, but his victory ex- 
cited no envy in the breasts of the de- 
feated competitors. Every man jack 
had won tlc chance to stay to the 
concert. and that filled hic cup of bliss 
to the brim. 

Owing to the late start several fea- 
tures.were omitted from the afternoon 
performance, but by evening everything 
was in full swing and doing its best

The sale of 


A DUARTE WOMAN EXCHANGES 
COLD LEAD FOR INFIDELITY. 


Deserting Her Husband \for His 
Sake, Mrs. Courtney Attempts to 
End the Earthly Career of Juan 
Sesmas, Who, She Says, Had De- 
serted Her. 


Mrs. Erorlinda Courtney of Duarte 
was brought to the County Jail yester- 
day afternoon charged with having 
shot and seriously wounded one Juan 
Sesmas, whom she had been serving as 
mistress for several months. 

Erorlinda, who is a young woman of 
Spanish-Mexican parentage, told the 
Story of the shooting and the circum- 
Stances leading up to the affair. 

“IT shot Sesmas because he played me 
false,”’ she commenced. ‘About a year 
ago my husband and I -were living 
happily together. Sesmas made our 
acquaintance, and my husband soon 
became jealous on account of his atten- 
tions toward me. Finally we separated 
and I went to live with Sesmas. He 
promised to support me like: a lady, 
and offered all kinds of inducements, 
most of which he never fulfilled. 

“As time rolled on, Juan seemed _to 
tire of me, and became indifferent. 
Finaliy he paid no attention to me 
whatever, and I was left alone. Last 
Saturday night we met and had a talk, 
and he got mad and threatened to kill 
me. He drew his knife and attempted 
to strike me with it, but I ran away. 

“Juan has been working in an or- 
chard near Duarte, and last night I 
mounted my horse and rode over so as 
to meet him just as he was coming from 
work. When he came out of the or- 
chard I rode to his side and told him I 
wished to speak with him. He said he 
didn’t have anything to say to me, and 
when I repeated my request to be al- 
lowed to have a word with him, he 
commenced to abuse me by calling me 
vile names. I was enraged at his con- 
duct, and, drawing the revolver I had 
taken with me, shot him in the back 
just as he was turning to leave me.” 

Mrs. Courtney refused to state the 
object of her visit to Sesmas at the 
orchard Monday night, further than 
that he had been treating her cruelly, 
and she wanted to have a talk with 
him. She admitted, however, that she 
had procured the revolver for the oc- 
casion, stating that as Sesmas had 
once attempted to kill her, she did not 
propose to take any chances. 

Her husband is in San Bernardino, 
where he is at present employed as a 
laborer. 

After having shot the man who Eror- 
linda says had betrayed her, she rode 
back to town and telephoned Sheriff 
Burr the facts concerning. the shoot- 
ing. The Sheriff then notified Con- 
stable Davidson at Monrovia and or- 
dered him to take the woman into cus- 
tody. Erorlinda promptly surrendered 
and arrived at the jail yesterday aft- 
ernoon. After telling her story she ex- 
pressed much apprehension as to the 
outcome of the affair, and the chances 
of an acauittal. 

“Juan treated me shamefully,” Eror- 
linda concluded, ‘“‘and I think he de- 
served much worse treatment than 
he received.”’ 

Sesmas’s wound will not prove fatal, 
although his conditicn was at first be- 
lieved to be critical. :
